FOYNES, Irish Free 
State, July 16—The huge 
Imperial Airways flying 
boat Caledonia alighted at 
Foynes today, completing 
the return trans-Atlantic 
hop of its commercial sur- 
vey flight to the United 
States. 

The 18-ton ship swooped 
down to a graceful landing 
on the River Shannon at 
10:32 a.m. (2:32 a.m. M.S.T.) 


after a 12 hour, seven minute | 


flight from Botwood, Nfld. 
This bettered the eastward 
flying time of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Clipper III by 27 minutes. 
The time of the Caledonia’s 
arrival at Foynes indicated 
she had maintained an aver- 
age speed of 179 miles an 
hour over the 1,870-mile run. 


The Caledonia hopped off from 
Botwood at 2:25 pm. M.S.T., a few 
ours after the Clipper III roared 
aloft fr Foynes and sped west- 
vard on its return flight across the 
Atlantic
